Capital Health. Lawyer 
says woman who had

A Capital Health patient who 
had an unneeded mastec¬ 
tomy is in a “state of bewil¬ 
derment” and is hoping a law¬ 
suit will bring some answers, 
says her lawyer. 

Ray Wagner, a serious in- 
juiy lawyer in the city, said 
Tuesday that he is handling 
the Halifax woman’s mal¬ 
practice case. He said she is in 
her late 60s. 

“You’re angiy about the 
fact the procedure took place 
and then ... ‘Why me? Why 
did it happen to me?”’ Wag¬ 
ner said about his client’s 
emotional state when they 
met May 6. 

On Monday, Capital 
Health released information 
about two lab mistakes made 


this spring affecting four pa¬ 
tients. One of the errors re¬ 
sulted in Wagner’s client hav¬ 
ing a breast removed when it 
wasn’t necessaiy, while the 
other saw a patient have a bi¬ 
opsy they didn’t need. 

Wagner said the case is of 
“huge human interest” be¬ 
cause it could have happened 
to anyone. 

His client was misdiag¬ 
nosed when her report was 
switched with another’s who 
needed the mastectomy and 
didn’t get it until after the er¬ 
ror was discovered. 

Wagner said his client had 
accepted her cancer diagno¬ 
sis, and went into surgeiy 


fused and is now looking for 
answers to “put it all togeth¬ 
er.” 

“You have to deal with life 
with one breast.... There’s 
a whole host of problems 
that’ll occur over one’s life¬ 
time from having had this 
procedure,” Wagner said. 

He said he is drafting up 
the papers for the medical 
malpractice and system-error 
lawsuit, and will deliver them 
within the next three weeks. 

According to his website, 
Wagner has 30 years of ex¬ 
perience and his clients have 
included the former residents 
of the Nova Scotia Home 
for Colored Children, and

STM Quest. Province 
to begin negotiations 
with firm on reinstated 
service to Portland 


The province will press on 
with another bidder if ne¬ 
gotiations fall through with 
a company that was chosen 
Tuesday to operate a ferry ser¬ 
vice between Yarmouth and 
Maine. 

Economic Development 
Minister Graham Steele said 
STM Quest Inc. was selected 
to set up and run the service 
between Yarmouth and Port¬ 
land, potentially restoring a 
link to the United States that 
was cut almost four years 
ago, but the government is 
working on a timeline. 

Negotiations with the

company — a joint venture 
between U.S.-based compan¬ 
ies ST Marine Ltd. and Quest 
Navigation — are scheduled 
to begin this week and last 
about three weeks, with an 
update in September on the 
progress that has been made, 
Steele said. 

If it appears a deal is un¬ 
reachable with STM Quest, 
he said the government will 
move on to one of two other 
bidders. 

“If it looks like it’s not 
going to happen with STM 
Quest, we’re fortunate we 
have two other proposals of 


significant quality,” Steele 
said in a telephone interview. 
“Both are technically capable 
and experienced in running a 
ferry service.” 

The province received 
three bids last month — the 
others were from Balearia 
Caribbean and P&O Ferries — 
and a committee has ranked 
those proposals, although 
Steele wouldn’t say which 
company came second after 
STM Quest. 

The Yarmouth-to-Maine 
link was discontinued in De¬ 
cember 2009 after the prov¬ 
ince cut its subsidies, which 


provoked sharp criticism. It is 
now offering $21 million over 
seven years to restart the ser¬ 
vice. 

Yarmouth Mayor Pam 
Mood said the town has over¬ 
come another hurdle in its 
four-year battle to reinstate 
the service. 

“Joy. That’s all I can say,” 
she said. “Eveiyone’s happy, 
excited.... It’s just amazing, 
amazing news.” 

But the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives said the NDP gov¬ 
ernment acted too late to 
help struggling businesses in 
the region. 

The Opposition Liberals 
agreed, accusing the NDP of 
waiting until the end of its 
mandate to bring back the 
service, as Premier Darrell 
Dexter must call an election 
before June 2014.

Department’s website says the 
funding is shared by the prov¬ 
ince and the federal govern¬ 
ment.

Stem-cell and marrow 
transplants. Hundreds 
of Canadians on wait list

Reese Hawkins was only 10 
months old when she was 
diagnosed with a rare form of 
leukemia. 

Five months of chemo¬ 
therapy in early 2011 would 
wipe out her immune system 
in an attempt to eradicate the 
disease. Reese was able to re¬ 
turn home to Pictou County 
in August, but six months 
later, she began bruising in 
unusual places. 

“Fearing the worst, we 
brought her in and found out 
it came back,” said Kora Han- 
rahan, Reese’s mother. 

Hanrahan and her hus¬ 
band took Reese to the Hospi¬ 
tal for Sick Children in Toron¬ 
to. That’s when doctors told 
her that her daughter needed 
a stem-cell transplant. 

“They said, ‘We are going 
to bring your daughter to the 


brink of death and then we 
are going to rescue her,”’ said 
Hanrahan. 

Hawkins is now three and 
has been 17 months in remis¬ 
sion. 

“Statistically... 18 months 
is a veiy big milestone. So 
we’re looking forward to 
meeting that,” said Han¬ 
rahan. 

While Reese was lucky to 
find a matching donor, there 
are still 708 Canadians wait¬ 
ing to find their needle in a 
haystack. 

Jillian Adler, manager of 
donor enrollment for One- 
Match, the organization that 
matches stem-cell donors to 
patients, said that there’s a 
series of obstacles to finding 
a match for patients such as 
Reese. 

“It’s far more complicated 
than matching someone’s 
blood type. This is matching 
someone’s immune system,” 
she said. 

“It’s as unique as your 
fingerprint.” 

While Canada has more 
than 319,000 volunteer 
donors in the database, which 
seems larger than it is. 



Last year, approximately 
80 per cent of Canadian stem¬ 
cell and marrow transplants 
still came from international 
donors through Canada’s 
membership to the World 
Marrow Donor Association, a 
network of 21 million donors 
from 65 registries worldwide. 

“Even with that many 
donors.... We’re only finding 
matches for about 50-60 per 
cent of patients,” said Adler. 

But finding transplants 
for patients isn’t as simple as 
adding more donors. 

“We want to ensure that 


patients are given the veiy 
best chance to have a qual¬ 
ity of life after they receive a 
transplant,” said Adler. “And 
that means that we need to 
find and recruit and register 
those donors that will give 
patients the best chance.” 

Those ideal donors are 
usually male, ethnically di¬ 
verse and between the ages of 
17 and 35. 

A bigger challenge, says 
Adler, is educating donors 
and obtaining informed con¬ 
sent. That means knowing 
what they’re getting into, and 
following through with a do¬ 
nation to a patient in need — 
Canadian or foreign — when 
asked. 

“If they receive a call then 
we want them to be commit¬ 
ted and to be available,” said 
Adler. 

It could save a life, like 
Reese’s.

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Senate sends Wallin’s audit 
to RCMP, expects $82,000 


Expense scandal. 

Senator has her ability 
to write off travel costs 
restricted for next year 


Partisan Conservative fund¬ 
raising benefits, a short hop to 
catch a flight to the Caribbean 
and glitzy awards galas are 
just some of the expenses Sen. 
Pamela Wallin billed to taxpay¬ 
ers under the guise of Senate 
business. 

The Saskatchewan senator 
now faces an RCMP probe 
as well as having to pay back 
more than $82,000 after an 
audit flagged a host of inappro¬ 
priate travel claims dating 
back to her first days in the up¬ 
per chamber. 

Wallin’s ability to travel 
on the taxpayers’ dime will 
be restricted for at least the 
next 12 months, Senate com¬ 
mittee members said Tuesday 
“I believe I can speak for my 
colleagues on both sides when 
I say that we found aspects of 


the Deloitte report veiy troub¬ 
ling,” said Liberal Sen. George 
Furey. 

The former broadcaster has 
called the audit “flawed and 
unfair,” and her attorney has 
complained to auditing firm 
Deloitte about leaks of confi¬ 
dential information. 

“Virtually nothing has 
happened ... which has not in 
some form or another found 
its way into the media,” wrote 
Terrence O’Sullivan. 

Deloitte auditors flagged 
$121,348 in inappropriate ex¬ 
penses and called for further 
review of nearly $21,000 in 
additional claims. Wallin has 
already repaid $38,000. 

The audit also found that 
changes had been made retro¬ 
actively to entries in Wallin’s 
electronic calendar once the 
audit process had begun. 

Wallin says the changes 
were the result of advice she 
received to co-operate with the 
audit. Conservative Sen. David 
Tlcachulc said he told Wallin to 
omit only irrelevant informa¬ 
tion.

Car prowlers on the hunt for 
loose change and other valu¬ 
ables have taken something 
from a grieving Calgary moth¬ 
er that money can’t buy.

On Aug. 2, several vehicles 
were broken into on Colleen’s 
street, and someone removed 
a green pouch with Emma’s 
ashes inside and emptied it 
onto the rain-soalced street. 


Colleen was able to salvage 
only a few ashes and came for¬ 
ward Tuesday pleading with 
the public to help police nab 
the burglars. 

Also stolen was a green rain 
jacket that belonged to Emma. 

Police are looking to speak 
with three girls between the 


ages of 14 and 17 spotted in 
the neighbourhood around 
the time of the break-ins. 

“It’s hard for me to even 
imagine suffering the loss of 
a daughter,” said acting Staff 
Sgt. Lee Stanton. “And now 
unfortunately our victim has 
been victimized once again, 


and we’re looking for the pub¬ 
lic’s help to find those respon¬ 
sible.” 

Neighbour Garrett Smith 
said most of the neighbours 
he’s spoken to said the thieves 
took only change out of the 
vehicles and ignored higher- 
value electronics. 

Colleen, meanwhile, says 
she may now keep Emma’s 
remaining ashes in her purse. 

“(The pain) never goes 
away, anyway,” she said. “She’s 
always there.... I think about 
her constantly.”

Russian police have arrested 
a surgeon who they say stole 
some of the heroin he had 
been called on to extract 
from the stomach of a sus¬ 
pected drug mule. 

Police in the Siberian re¬ 
gion of Krasnoyarsk say that 


after investigators discovered 
some of the drugs were 
missing, they searched the 
surgeon and found a packet 
containing five grams of 
heroin hidden in his clothes. 

The surgeon, who was 
not identified, was under the 
influence of narcotics when 
he was apprehended, accord¬ 
ing to the police statement 
issued Tuesday. 

If convicted, the doctor 
faces up to 15 years in prison.

“Usually, it’s parents that 
want to keep an eye on baby¬ 
sitters, or they’re just trying to 
take care of their property and 
they don’t want big, honking 
cameras where people can see 
them,” he said. 

They’re easy to use, too. 

“A lot of the time, wireless 
ones will have an SD card, so 
all you have to do is pop the 
card out, and you can play it 
off of any computer,” he said. 

While his store sells some 
of the more common spy 
cams, Ostrander said ad¬ 
vanced ones — which can 
look like a dead fly or even a 
loose thread on a man’s tie —

aren’t hard to find. “Honestly, 
if you know where to look, 
pretty much any weirdo can 
get one,” he said.

“For instance, there was 
a pen taped under a sink in 
a washroom at one point, 
so people need to be aware 
of their surroundings,” she 
advised.

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Cyclist nearly severs spine after 
hitting electrical-tape trip line 


'Took the force of it 
on my chin.’ Bicycling 
to work quickly turned 
into a nightmare for 
father after he collided 
with booby trap 



Sterling Eyford nearly sev¬ 
ered his spine and now has 
five titanium plates hold¬ 
ing his jaw together, all 
because electrical tape was 
mysteriously strung across 
a road in Victoria, B.C. 

Eyford, 34, was cycling 
to work Friday morning 
when he collided with the 
tape. He was thrown off 
his bike and landed on the 
road. 

“I took the whole force 


of it on my chin,” he said. 

His jaw shattered in two 
places. He lost a tooth. He 
hyperextended his neck. 
He has minor neurological 
damage in his hands and 
arms, and will be eating 
through a straw for weeks. 

“I pushed my spinal cord 
as far as it could go with¬ 
out being severed,” he said. 
“I feel lucky. It could have 
been so much worse.” 

Eyford works as a casual 


producer for CBC, and says 
the “stupid prank” will cost 
him weeks of work and put 
undue stress on his family. 

“I have two little girls 
at home,” he said. “I can’t 
even pick my kids up right 
now.” 

According to the Victoria 
Police Department, the 
black tape was strung on 
an angle between two traf¬ 
fic signs on Kings Road. It’s 
not clear why the tape was 


there, or whether it was an 
intentional attempt to tar¬ 
get cyclists or motorists. 

Police are appealing to 
the public for help identify¬ 
ing possible suspects. 

“I hope the whole weight 
of the law falls on these 
people,” Eyford said. 

“But I also want them to 
realize they did something 
extremely stupid and ex¬ 
tremely violent. 

“They attacked me.”

Egypt. Interim president 
reinforces authority, 
swears in 20 governors 


Egypt’s interim president 
swore in 20 new provincial gov¬ 
ernors on Tuesday, a move that 
reinforces the new leadership’s 
authority and removes all Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood members pre¬ 
viously installed in the posts by 
Mohammed Morsi before his 
ouster as president. 

The shake-up came as sup¬ 
porters of Morsi reinforced 


their six-week-old sit-ins in the 
capital and rallied for more 
protests across the countiy to 
demand his reinstatement. 

The former Islamist 
president’s Brotherhood group 
is rejecting talks with the new 
government, much less partici¬ 
pation in the post-Morsi transi¬ 
tion.

Adkins said in April 2010, 
Manning emailed him a pic¬ 
ture of himself in a blond wig 
and lipstick attached to a letter 
titled, “My problem.”

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Food safety. Coca-Cola ads to 
defend artificial sweeteners 


Coca-Cola plans to run its first 
ad defending the safety of arti¬ 
ficial sweeteners on Wednes¬ 
day, a move that comes as the 
company looks to stem declin¬ 
ing sales of diet soda. 

The print ad is set to run in 
USA Today in the Atlanta area, 
followed by the Atlanta Jour¬ 
nal Constitution on Thursday 
and the Chicago Tribune next 
week. It says that diet drinks 
can help people manage their 
weight and stresses the sci¬ 
entific evidence showing the 
safety of aspartame, more 
commonly known under the 
NutraSweet brand name. 

The ad represents the next 
phase of a campaign Coca- 
Cola Co. launched in Januaiy 
to push back at critics who 
blame its sugaiy drinks for 


spiking obesity rates. 

The first wave of ads out¬ 
lined the company’s commit¬ 
ment to fighting obesity and 
pointed to the many diet op¬ 
tions it offers. 

Now Coca-Cola is trying 
to reassure people that those 
lower-calorie drinks aren’t 
harmful. “Coke is trying to 
get out front and proactively 
defend these diet sweeteners,” 
said John Sicher, editor of Bev¬ 
erage Digest. 

Sales of diet sodas are fall¬ 
ing at a faster rate than regu¬ 
lar sodas in the U.S., according 
to Beverage Digest. The de¬ 
clines come even though the 
U.S. Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration says aspartame may be 
safely used in foods as a sweet¬ 
ener.

Railway in Quebec tragedy 
has its licence suspended 


Montreal. Federal 
regulator made call 
after reviewing MMA’s 
liability insurance 


The railway at the centre of 
the Lac-Megantic, Que., train 
disaster will have its operating 
licence suspended in Canada, a 
severe blow to an already crip¬ 
pled company. 

The Canadian Transpor¬ 
tation Agency announced 
Tuesday that it’s revoking the 
certificates of fitness for the 
Montreal, Maine & Atlantic 
Railway Ltd. and its Canadian 
subsidiaiy, Montreal, Maine & 
Atlantic Canada Co. 

The arm’s-length federal 
regulator says it made the 
decision after reviewing the 
railway’s third-party liability 
insurance following the fieiy 
July 6 derailment that lulled 47 
people and wiped out part of 
downtown Lac-Megantic. 

“We have concluded that

A transport system that gets people from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles in half an hour using 
currently available technology? 

It’s called Hyperloop, the latest crazy plan 
from Elon Music, the visionary who has so far 
given the world PayPal, the Tesla electric car and 
SpaceX, the world’s only private space program. 

Hyperloop is a solar-powered, lightweight, 
pneumatic system that proposes to move people 
and cars from one destination to another at 1,000 
km/h. The tubes would follow California’s 1-5 
and, unlike the rapid-rail system now in the plan¬ 
ning process, farmers would still be able to plant 
their crops under the columns. 

Any way you look at it—cost, speed, effi¬ 
ciency, access, land use—Musk’s estimated $10-billion bright idea 
compares favourably to the now-planned $70-billion-to-$100-bil- 
lion train that would poke along at about 320 kilometres an hour.

“It doesn’t seem plausible to me,” he told The 
New YorlcTimes. “I’m suspicious about every¬ 
thing, especially cost.” 

I’m not sure what Richard White thought 
when Musk announced SpaceX in 2002, but I 
don’t think there was anyone who really believed 
it would be the first privately held company to 
take cargo to the International Space Station a 
mere 10 years later. 

Elon Musk has visionary cred. While the ten¬ 
ured professors of negativity mutter in their 
beards, Elon Musk is busy designing the future.

This weekend, Paranoia 
explores the world of big 
business espionage as Adam 
Cassidy (Liam Hems worth) 
finds himself doing danger¬ 
ous double duty in the bil¬ 
lion dollar world of high 
tech. 

As an entry level employ¬ 
ee, his boss Nicholas Wyatt 
(Gary Oldman) promises him 
a corner office, among other 
things, if he will spy on rival 
tech giant Jock Goddard 
(Harrison Ford). 

That movie is set in the 
world of bits and bytes but 
corporate espionage comes 
in as many styles as that 
ergonomically designed 
chair in the CEO’s office.

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WOODY ROLLS ALONG 
WITH LUMBERMAN 


When Fred and Jason O’Hearn were 
looking to buy a vehicle to represent 
ACE LumberMart at community 
events, they were having a hard time 
finding the right one. Apparently, 
finding a GM or Ford truck with a 
model year somewhere between 1946 
and 1955 is not an easy feat. They 
were looking for an old flatbed, which 
would be similar to a lumber-style 
truck. 

“Nothing jumped out at us,” Fred 
O’Hearn says. “Then, all of a sudden, 
we found a 1949 Ford fire truck in 
Roanoke, W.Va.” 

It was, 2009 and the fire truck, 
which only had 17,700 kilometres 
(11,000 miles) on it, had just been 
retired the previous year. 

LumberMart purchased it and had 
it taken by trailer to Houlton, Maine. 
From there, the O’Hearns picked up the 
vehicle and drove it to its new home. 
Interestingly, the vehicle came with a 
few boxes of documentation, including 
past vehicle permits and photos.

time and money of building and dis¬ 
mantling floats for each event. 

“Over the years, we spent a lot of 
money building these floats,” Fred 
O’Hearn says. 

Oddly enough, their initial prefer¬ 
ence wasn’t a fire truck, but when they 
came across Woody, they realized it 
would attract much more attention 
than a lumber-style truck. 

Since acquiring Woody, constant 
upgrades have been made. The back 
of the truck now boasts seating for 
12, there is an on-board sound system 
with a PA, and an electronic sign that 
allows messages to be displayed. A 
bubble machine was even added. This 
is in addition to cosmetic upgrades, 
such as a paint job and re-chroming 
the bumper.

Tragedyon 
vacation: 
how to deal

When tragedy strikes during 
a vacation, it can be especially 
jarring. Not only are you deal¬ 
ing with a horrible situation, 
but you are in unfamiliar sur¬ 
roundings with no loved ones 
around to comfort or assist. 

It is important to under¬ 
stand that the help you will 


receive from the Canadian 
government’s consular services 
may be limited. If someone 
dies while travelling abroad, 
they will not pay for the burial, 
cremation or repatriation 
costs of a deceased Canadian, 
although they can provide 
advice and contact relatives. 
The related expenses are your 
responsibility. However, the 
Department of Justice Canada 
may sometimes provide finan¬ 
cial assistance to Canadians 
who are victims of violent 
crimes abroad through its 
Victims Fund. 

You are also responsible to 
register the death according to 
local regulations and get a local 
death certificate. However a 
call to a qualified funeral home 


in both Canada and the coun¬ 
try where the death occurred 
will save you a lot of paper¬ 
work. Both must be involved in 
returning the remains home. 

Most airlines have stopped 
offering bereavement fares 
but they are still available for 
some international routes. You 
will often get a better deal by 
booking the lowest and most 
restricted fare available. Urns 
may be considered cany-on 
baggage and caskets are con¬ 
sidered cargo. 

If you end up in custody be¬ 
cause you have broken or are 
accused of breaking the laws 
of another countiy, you are 
subject to their judicial system. 
Consular services can provide 
you with a list of local lawyers, 


but won’t intervene in private 
legal matters, provide legal 
advice, post bail or get you out 
of prison. 

As far as getting financial 
assistance with some of these 
unexpected tragedies, always 
check your travel insurance 
and credit card policy to see 
what kind of coverage is 
included. Some policies may 
cover the preparation and 
repatriation of remains or they 
may simply cover cremation or 
local burial. Also, be clear on 
whether you have to pay up¬ 
front and be reimbursed with 
receipts or if you must contact 
your provider first to have 
them handle certain arrange¬ 
ments. Finally, always leave 
copies of insurance documents,

Squamish easily earns its title 
as “Canada’s Outdoor Recrea¬ 
tion Playground” with the 
many elements that provide a 
natural workout for this veiy 
active community. 

The rowing machine is 
traded in for a sea kayaking tour 
with Coast River Kayak School. 
They provide the equipment, 
training, and the commentary 
for a paddle out toward Howe 
Sound, stopping to take in 
the breathtaking sceneiy that 
surrounds you — mountains, 
birds, kites from the nearby 
kite boarding school, rustic 
beaches, logging activity and 
the occasional seal popping up 
and down. 

Hiking The Chief, Canada’s 
largest granite monolith, of¬ 


fers a natural and scenic Stair- 
master, featuring a steep hik¬ 
ing trail up over 600 metres 
of rocky terrain. Stone and 
wooden stairways take you up 
to ladders and chains before 
eventually opening up to the 
top to an unparalleled view of 
Squamish Valley. 

The only better view you’ll 
get is with the Sea to Sky Air 
team. Flying out of Squamish’s 
tiny airport, tours up and down 
the valley are offered, and fliers 
can also have the opportunity 
to “take the wheel” with an ex¬ 
pert flight instructor. 

Spinning class can wait

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A crepe isn’t a crepe without a plum 



These crepes are delicious for 
breakfast, brunch or dessert. 
The plums are cooked with 
star anise until just soft and 
complemented by the carda¬ 
mom in the whipped cream. 

1. In a large bowl, whisk 


Ingredients 


• 3 eggs, Lightly beaten 

• 500 ml (2 cups) milk 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) melted but¬ 
ter, plus extra for cooking crepes 

• 250 ml (l cup) all-purpose flour 

• 5 ml (l tsp) salt 
Plums 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) vegetable oil 

• 6 blue plums, pitted and 
quartered 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) granulated 
sugar 

• 250 ml (1 cup) semi-dry 
white wine (such as Riesling) 

• 8 whole star anise pods 

• Zest and juice of 1 Lemon 
Whipped Cream 

• 250 ml (l cup) whipping 
cream (35 per cent) 

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) liquid honey 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) ground car¬ 
damom 


eggs, milk, 50 ml (1/4 cup) 
melted butter, flour and salt 
until no lumps remain. Cover 
and refrigerate for at least 2 
hours before making crepes. 

2 . Plums: In a large heavy- 
bottomed skillet, heat oil over 
medium heat. Brown cut side 
of plums for about 2 minutes 
per side; sprinkle with sugar. 
Add wine, star anise pods 
and lemon zest to skillet and 
bring to a boil; reduce heat to 
medium. Cook until plums 
are soft, about 4 minutes. 
With a slotted spoon, remove 
plums to a heatproof bowl. 

3 . Bring syrup to boil; boil 
until reduced by half, 5 to 6 
minutes. Add lemon juice to 
taste; pour over plums. Cover 
and let cool to room temper¬ 
ature. 

4 . Crepes: Heat a 20-cm (8- 
inch) non-stick skillet over 
medium heat. Brush pan with 
melted butter. Pour 75 ml 
(1/3 cup) batter into centre of 
pan, tilting pan to cover bot¬ 
tom thinly. Return to heat for 
about 1 minute or until bot¬ 
tom is lightly browned. Using 


a spatula, flip crepe over and 
brown other side. Remove to 
a plate. Repeat with remain¬ 
ing batter, buttering pan if 
needed. (Refrigerate crepes if 
not using immediately.) 

5 . Whipped Cream: Using an 
electric mixer, whip cream 


on medium until thickened 
slightly. Slowly add honey 
and cardamom, whipping 
until stiff peaks form, about 
2 minutes. Keep refrigerated 
until ready to use. 

6 . Remove star anise pods 
from plums. Place crepes on 


cutting board. Divide plum 
mixture among 8 crepes, 
spooning mixture onto one 
half. Fold crepes over. Careful¬ 
ly transfer to serving plates; 
garnish with whipped cream

Nowhere in Ford’s press or 
promotional literature will 
you see the 2014 Transit Con¬ 
nect Wagon referred to as a 
minivan. 

But one walk around this 
big-roofed rig with its dual- 
sliding side doors and up to 
seven passenger seating cap¬ 
acity is enough to confirm 
that “minivan” is the most rel¬ 
evant designation, even if it’s 
from Europe. 

The TC Wagon, which ar¬ 
rives in late 2013, is the jun¬ 
ior-sized civilian offshoot of 
a series of new windowless 
commercial-vans heading to 
North America from Ford’s 
factoiy in Spain. 

Unlike the Mazda, the TC 
Wagon will be offered in five 
and seven passenger sizes, 
separated by about 41 centi¬ 


metres in overall length and 
in distance between the front 
and rear wheels. The pair re¬ 
places the original five-passen¬ 
ger Transit Connect van that 
arrived for the 2010 model 
year. 

The five-passenger TC Wag¬ 
on’s just-right size is more 
esthetically pleasing, but for 
larger families the elongated 
seven-seat version will likely 
get the nod. Both are finished 
off as well as any other mem¬ 
bers of Ford’s compact fleet, 
including the Focus sedan and 
hatchback and Escape small 
utility vehicle. 

With three distinct trim 
levels — XL, XLT and Titanium 
— the TC Wagon can be spiced 
up just about any way you 
want, from utilitarian basic to 
full-on premium class trans¬ 
porter with leather seat cov¬ 
erings, king-size panoramic 
glass roof, a navigation system 
with a 6.5-inch (16.5-centi¬ 
metre) screen, fancy wheels, 
upgraded sound system and 
other niceties. 

In either case, the split¬ 
folding second-row — and the 
dual fore-and-aft-sliding third- 


row seats found in extended 
models — can be flattened 
for maximum stowage. The 
TC Wagon will accommodate 
up to 545 kilograms of cargo 
and tow up to 910 kilograms. 
Think personal water craft or 
ATV here. 

Along with its compact sil¬ 
houette, the TC Wagon prom¬ 
ises to maintain a solid grip on 
fuel consumption by way of its 
engines. The starting point is 
a 2.5-litre four-cylinder, while 
a turbocharged 1.6-litre four- 
cylinder “EcoBoost” power- 
plant is optional. 

Far from being just a cargo 


van with added windows and 
seats, the Transit Connect 
Wagon is nothing short of a 
fully turned-out utility hauler. 
Ford is keeping the starting 
prices to itself for now, but 
you’ll likely be able to drive 
a short-wheelbase model off 
the lot for about $27,500, 
which would put the longer 
model at close to $30,000. 

The TC Wagon represents 
a breakthrough of sorts in 
the minivan field, even if, 
categorically speaking, Ford 
would rather you refer to it 
as something other than a 
minivan.

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So curious about plutonium’s potential 


Autopilot. With the 
success of The Curiosity 
on Mars should we now 
look at nuclear power as 
a viable car fuel source? 



Earlier this month, NASA’s 
latest robotic rover, Curi¬ 
osity, celebrated its first 
anniversary of roaming 
around the planet Mars. So 
far it’s been a great road 
trip. 

No tickets. Lots of fun 
photo opportunities. Lots 
of great rocks to pulverize 
with its lasers. Only one 
temporary breakdown. 

For sure, the technology 
on this thing is just out of 
this world. Consider the 
six wheels, each with an 
independent drive motor, 
the instruments that can 
analyze rock formations, 
before and after the lasers 
zap them into a state of 
plasma, and the powerful 
jack-hammer located at the 


end of its six-foot robotic 
arm. 

But the technology that 
really gets me going is its 
power source, otherwise 
known as the Multi-Mission 
Radioisotope Thermoelec¬ 
tric Generator (MMRTG). 
Basically it’s a nuclear 
thing, using non-weapon 
grade plutonium known as 
Plutonium 238. 

The heat given off by 
plutonium’s alpha rays 
can be used to keep things 
warm, and can be converted 
into lots and lots of electri¬ 
city. 

The other two Mars 
rovers, Spirit and 
Opportunity, run on 
solar energy, but NASA 
felt nuclear was the bet¬ 
ter option for Curiosity’s 
rock-analyzing mission, 
which called for power- 
hungry tools, and lots of 
travelling in winter (dark 
and cold) and through dusty 
territory (dust on solar pan¬ 
els). 

NASA also uses an 
MMRTG for fuelling the 
probe currently on its way 
to Pluto. 

Look, I’m no nuclear 
scientist, couldn’t even 
play one on regional cable 


TV programming, but I’m 
pretty sure Curiosity is the 
only “vehicle” ever suc¬ 
cessfully fuelled by pluto¬ 
nium. Sure there are lots of 
nuclear-powered subma¬ 
rines and air craft carri¬ 
ers out there, and there’s 
always the time-travelling 
DeLorean in Back to the Fu¬ 
ture, but after that the pick¬ 
ings get smaller than atom 
particles. 

I don’t believe Curios¬ 
ity’s “Check Engine” light 
came on once. Should we 
reconsider atomic cars, now 
that Curiosity has been so 
successful and reliable? 

Well, to keep the discus¬ 
sion going, here’s a short 
list of the pros and cons of 
powering future vehicles 
with plutonium-based 
thermoelectric generators: 

Let’s go plutonium! 

• Best name ever for a 
vehicle fuel. 

• No more fill-ups. Pluto¬ 
nium 238 has a half-life 
of 87.7 years, and should 
outlast your Subaru no 
problem. 

• Comes in a lovely shade 
of glowing apricot. 

Let’s not go plutonium! 


• Drivers and passengers 
need to wear heavy and un¬ 
comfortable anti-radiation 
armour. 

• It’s pricey and rare. 
NASA’s looking for $30 
million to re-start Pluto¬ 
nium 238 production, to 
top up dwindling supplies. 
NASA hopes to make three 
pounds per year. 

• Could lead to more car 
thefts, as plutonium is fan¬ 
atically and historically 
coveted by nefarious inter¬ 
national villain types. 

• Auto technicians at Can¬ 
adian Tire will require addi¬ 
tional training.

The system uses 
Volvo’s Auto Brake, which 
will automatically apply the 
vehicle’s brakes if it detects 
an imminent collision, and 
the driver ignores a warning 
and doesn’t hit the brakes.

impact speed will be reduced. 
The chance of serious injuiy 
or death skyrockets as speed 
increases. It’s estimated that 
a pedestrian hit by a car go¬ 
ing 32 km/h has a five per cent 
chance of being killed, but if 
the car is going 64 km/h, the 
risk of fatality increases to 85 
per cent. 

“The system constantly 
monitors the traffic situation 
and does what we call select 
assessment,” Magnusson says. 


“It’s a threat evaluation, (to see 
if) it’s a dangerous situation or 
not. When there is a high risk 
of a collision with a bicycle, 
the system will warn with a 
red flashing light in the wind¬ 
shield and a warning sound. 
If the driver doesn’t react, 
the system will automatically 
brake the vehicle.” 

Developing the system 
wasn’t easy, since it has to be 
able to detect cyclists no mat¬ 


ter what they are wearing, 
and in rain or bright sunshine. 
The system can also pick out 
motorcycles. At the moment, 
it can only detect cyclists that 
are riding in front of the car in 
the same direction, but engin¬ 
eers are working on identify¬ 
ing cyclists that ride across the 
car’s path. In future, the sys¬ 
tem may also be able to iden¬ 
tify and stop for large animals. 
“We are constantly looking at 


new scenarios where people 
can be injured or lulled, and 
we can work to add them,” 
Magnusson says. According to 
CAA, some 7,500 cyclists are 
seriously injured in crashes 
each year in Canada, most of 
them during the afternoon 
rush hour.

From pretty much any angle, 
they look the same. They’re 
virtually twins, after all. 

And in an age where 
“badge engineering” is a 
dinosaur marketing prin¬ 
ciple that has even killed a 
few vehicle lines, you have 
to ask the obvious question: 
why bother with a Chevrolet 
Silverado as well as GMC Si¬ 
erra when they’re so similar. 

After all, Ram has just one 
truck (there’s no Chrysler 
pickup) and Ford’s F-series 

— the reigning sales champ 

— is also all by itself, despite 
a little dabbling by Lincoln 
over the years. 

The answer is woven 
into the DNA of every truck 
buyer: loyalty. Truck buyers 
seldom switch brands, even 
from Chevy to GMC. And 
suggest a Silverado to a GMC 
Sierra owner? Best of luck. 
Might as well try to pitch a 
Ford or a Ram. 

Interestingly, the sales 
numbers favour the Silver¬ 
ado in the United States, but 
they do a flip here in Can¬ 
ada with the Sierra coming 
out on top. This is attrib¬ 
uted to Canadians having 
full-on and exclusive GMC 
dealerships long before 
Americans, which helped 
build the brand north of the 
border. 

Regardless, they’re both 
alive and well in the two 
countries and there appears 
to be no plans to merge the

Silverado High Country. 

At the other end of the 
extensive list of trim levels 
is a new Silverado High 
Country model intended to 
tap into the lucrative luxury- 
truck market of well-to-do 
ranchers and city slickers. 
The interior is bathed in 
beautiful “saddle brown” 
leather and the outside is 
treated to big shiny wheels 
and a special grille. There’s 
also a full load of crash- 
mitigation electronics and a 
big stereo.

that go much deeper than 
their metal skins. 

The most tangible up¬ 
grades over the previous 
models can be found under 
their hoods. There’s a trio 
of new engines that begins 
with a 4.3-litre V6. The dis¬ 
placement might have you 
thinking it’s the same old 
cast-iron V6 as always, but 
it’s actually a new all-alum¬ 
inum direct-fuel injection 
design with much more 
power (285 horses) and bet¬ 
ter fuel performance. Chev¬ 
rolet could have saved a 
little confusion by calling it 
a 4.4 or some other number, 
but there you go. 

Off-roading with this 


engine in a four-door crew- 
cab Silverado is a piece of 
cake and acceleration with 
the standard six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission, while 
underwhelming, is certainly 
acceptable. The new entry- 
level 5.3-litre V8 also has 
direct fuel injection and 
makes 355 horsepower and 
383 pound-feet of torque. 
Later in the year, you’ll be 
able to get what amounts 
to the new Corvette sports- 
car’s 6.2-litre V8 (rated at 
about 420 horsepower and 
450 pound-feet of torque in 
the truck). 

Lashing a 24-foot 
(7.4-metre) travel-trailer to 
a new GMC Sierra with the 
5.3 revealed a few things 
on a 100-lcilometre drive 
through the foothills of the 
Rockies, south of Calgary. 
The tow rating depends 
as much on the axle gear¬ 
ing as the engine. With a 
5.3-equipped truck geared 
for fuel economy and not 
acceleration, the Sierra lost 
speed driving up steeper 


hills with the trailer in tow, 
so if you have a trailer, be 
conscious to get a steeper 
axle ratio (a 3.42:1 instead 
of the 3.08:1, for example). 

Functionally, the Sierra/ 
Silverado twins have some 
neat tricks. The box, which 
can be pretty hard on the 
knees and shins when get¬ 
ting in and out, has built- 
in bumper steps (called 
CornerStep) and grab han¬ 
dles. It’s a small detail that 
really means something 
without adding more cost 
to the truck, since they’re 
just notches in the existing 
hardware. Another is the 
new option of a six foot 
by six inch box (198 centi¬ 
metres), which is 10 inches 
(25 centimetres) longer 
than the standard box. 

What’s truly remark¬ 
able, however, is how quiet
